CUSTOM HOUSE: KECKIPTS. 


Tlio Treasury Department has prepared 


a statement which shows that the receipts 
from customs duties i\t New York for the 
six months ended September 30, were 
$28,583,890 less tluxn for the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 
This might im- 


ply that the imports nre less this year 
than last were it i.ot for the accidental 
discoveries that woolen goods aro in- 
voiced as cotton and, through the con- 
nivance of dishonest officials, admitted 
through the custom houses at onu-tenth 
the duties imposed by law. 
High duties 


on imports offer grtat temptation to 
smugglers. 
The lute A. T. Stewart of 


New York made a quarter of a million 
dollars by having a silk thread woven in 
wolen goods on which there was a high 
tariff. 
The single thread, which in no 


way detracted from the value or appear- 
ance of the goods, gave Stewart oppottu- 
nity to swear that they were not all wool, 
and they were admitted at less than one- 
half the duty imposed on all-wool goods. 
When the internal reveuue tax was two 
dollars per gallon on whisky Hie revenue 
receipts from that source wore not much 
over one-half what they were the first 
year after the tax was reduced to ninety 
cents per gallon. 


It has been charged for years that cus. 


torn house inspectors and appraisers, for 
a consideration, admitted clothing wools 
as carpet wools at one-fourth the duty 
which they should pay, and in this way 
not only swindled the people, but gave 
dishonest 
importers undue advantage 


over those who paid the full duty on 
wool. 
These charges were ignored or 


denied, yet the recent discoveries of 
fraud in the San Francisco custom house 
prove that they were well founded. It 
has also been ascertained by the wreck- 
ing of a vessel, bound for San Fnincisco, 
that high-pri^d goods, saved from the 
wreck, were invoiced at one-third their 
actual value, proving that Neuburger, 
Reiss & Co. are not the only merchants 
in San Francisco who are iu league with 
custom house officials to defraud the 
revenue. 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


From tho Arctic Ocean. 


Special to the Journal. 


SAN 
FIUKCISCD, 
November 
5.—The 


whaling bark, Northern L'ght, arrived 
from the Arctic Oaean this afternoon with 
a catch of eleven whales taken in Behring 
aea. 
The bark reports the loss of the 


steam whaler William Lewis, which went 
ashore in a snow storm at Point Barrow. 
The boat steerer and thrte of the crew of 
tha Lewis oume down on the whaler John 
P. Weal, which also arrived this afternoon, 
and reports a oatoh of six whales. The 
sailors of the Lswis state that the vessel 
went ashore on the night of October 3d. 
The steam whaler Belvidere was anchored 
at Point Bsrrow and rescued the orow and 
six thousand pounds of bone. 
The Belvi- 


dere encountered tbe rest of the whaling 
fleet two hundred miles west of Point Bar- 
row, and distributed the shipwrecked sail- 
ors among the vessels of the fleet. The 
Lewis was built at Bath, Maine, in 1888, 
and was 134 feet long. She was com- 
manded by Captain A. 0. Sherman, and 
was valued at $75,000. 
The bark reports 


the whaling season a poor cne, and that 
some of the fleet will return without a 
cat ah.

THE WAR ON SILVER. 


The success of Sherman and McKinlcy 


in Ohio, at an expense, it is said, of two 
or threo millions contributed by the 
money kings of London, New York and 
Boston, and the pampered manufacturers 
of the East is emboldening the gold men. 
The New York Chamber of Commerce 
lias taken the initiative in tho new cru- 
sade against silver b/ appointing a cum- 
mittee to urge Congress to suspend the 
purchase and coinage of silver until an 
international agreement is made between 
tho United States and other commercial 
nations. 
The President is also to be pe- 


titioned to call the attention of Congress 
to the subject in his next message. 


This proves what the advocates 'of free 


coinage have suspected, that the success 
of McKinley and Sherman would be the 
signal for an onslaught>n silver. 
The 


gold men will endeavor to make it ap- 
pear that the victory purchased by their 
money indicates the drift of public senti- 
ment against free coinage. It is prob- 
able, when the returns are all in and the 
result of the Ohio election is stated in 
figures, that the Democrats and People's 
Party, both of which declared for free 
coinage, polled very nearly as many votes 
in Ohio as the Republicans, who declared 
against free coinage. The fact, too, that 
the members of corrupt rings in Cincin- 
nati votfid against Campbell does not 
prove that a majority of the people of 
Ohio are against free coinage. 


But the action of the Now York Cham- 


ber of Commerce shows that the silver 
men must bo up and at work. 
They 


must present an unbroken front to the 
enemy. There should bo no wavering in 
their ranks.

FOR PUKE FOOD. 


The Suu .Francisco Board of Health No- 


tify Coiitmmers Wlilcli Is the Itest 
Baking Ponder, 


Tbo Board ot Health can engage iu no 


more laajable occupation than the examin- 
ation of our food supply and the instruc- 
tion of the public as to those articles it 
finds to be pare and wholesome, and 
which, therefore, consumers should ase. 


There HTO quantities of baking powders 


in the market to use which is certain det- 
riment to tbe health of the consumer. 
They are made from alum, or improperly 
compounded from other chemicals, so that 
they leave a strong alkaline residuum in 
the food. Many of the powders, having 
been prohibited from sale in the East, 
have been collected by their maunfaetnreia 
from tbe dealers with whom they were left 
on commission, and shipped to tbe Pacific 
Coast. The public knows nothing about 
their quality except what it reads iu the 
newspaper advertisements. In the effort 
to gain a foot-hold in this market uuBCrn- 
palooa manufacturers ot these cheaply 
made, low grade baking powders have in- 
dulged in extravagant statements both with 
reference to their own and otber brands, 
claiming the most improbable ondorsmenls 
for their goods and denouncing the brands 
best known and longest used on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 


The action of the physicians of tbe 


Board ot Health, therefore, in giving the 
public reliable, authoritative information 
as to the brand of baking powder to be

CANNED MBAT8. 


Cattle Shipped 
Kagt to Chicago and 


Their Iteef Shipped West to Cali- 
fornia. 
Yesterday a special train consisting of 


nineteen car-loads of canned meats, passed 
west over the Central Pacific Railroad. 
Tbe oars were Urgf>, of uniform eize, nod 
painted a light color, which gave them an 
attractive appearance. Doubtless some of 
the beef contained in those oars was tbe 
product, of cattle raised and fattened iu 
Nevada. Those cattle were shipped to 
Chicago, there slaughtered and their pro- 
duct canned and shipped west through Ne- 
vada. This ia as detrimental to tbe pros- 
perity ot the State as shipping grain to 
tide water and loading tbe cars back with 
flour, No country that pursues such a 
ruinous policy can expect to thrive or bo 
prosperous. 


The facilities for canning meats and man- 


ufacturing flour at Reno, where there is as 
fine water power as could be desired, can- 
not be surpassed. Beef and 'wheat are 
produced iu the State to supply canning 
factories and flouring mills. Thousands of 
beeves are fattened here and shipped east 
and west to market, and the fact that these 
cattle can be shipped alive to Chicago, 
there canned nnd shipped west again, indi- 
cates that there would be a good margin 
for profit in a meat canning establishment 
in this vicinity. 


There is general complaint of the higb 


transportation rates to and from Nevada, 
yet in the very face of this complaint liv* 
stock are shipped out of the Slate to Chi- 
cago, nearly 2,000 miles east^ an.l their 
product shipped west to California, over 
2,000 miles by rail, wheat is also shipped 
to California, and flour brought back from 
that State, It would seem that tbe high 
transportation rates complained of would 
afford ample protection to floating mills 
and meat oanuiug establishments ia the 
State, and that capital could not find a 
more profitable investment than in these 
enterprises.

•go by an upholsteior named Leak, of 
Eau Claire, Wis. It was that of » skull 
which had been concealed in a bedpost, 
or, to be accurate, in a large hollow 
wooden ball placed for ornament on top 
of the post. The bed to which this be- 
longed WP.S one of a lot of f arniture re- 
cently purchased by Leak in Racine, 
and is a magnificent old piece of mahog- 
any of the Queen Anne style, and is, in 
ftU probability, very old, so that it is im- 
possible to arrive at any conclusion as to 
how long the skull has been concealed 
in it. 


Leak, perceiving the ball to be rather 


loose, for the purpose of tightening ex- 
amined it, and discovered that it was 
screwed on and was hollow. He removed 
it, and to his horror found that the 
cavity was occupied by a grinning skull, 
which was all the more awe inspiring 
from the discovery subsequently made 
that through the temple had been driven 
a large nail or spike, which still re- 
mained piercing it nearly through to the 
other temple, and which, though in- 
crnsted with rust, still shows specks of 
long dried blood, or what is presumably 
such. 


Whether the skull is that of a man or 


woman is of course impossible to tell, 
bnt it is unmistakably human and that 
of a person of considerable intellectual 
development, as is evidenced by the 
facial angle. Leak has exerted himself 
to learn something of the history of the 
bed, bat has not been at>le to do so. He 
purchased it from a secondhand dealer, 
who in turn bought it in Chicago from 
a woman who declares that she knows 
nothing of it except that her mother, 
now deceased, purchased it at an auction 
sale, but this occurring when she was a 
little child, she does not recollect where 
the sale was held.—Cor. Philadelphia 
Press. 


Skeletons -with Tails. 


A discovery which will prove of im- 


mense interest to ethnologists has been 
made at the little hamlet of Sinaloa, 
Mexico, while breaking ground for a 
large coffee plantation which is being 
established by an English syndicate. 


The find consists of thousands of skele- 


tons either of large apes or of prehistoric 
human beings of a very low order. If 
the remains are of apes they were of 
gigantic size and of a variety no longer 
extant, while if they are of men the men 
were provided with distinct caudal ap- 
pendages, very thick and short, and 
curled up like a squirrel's. That they 
are the skeletons of apes can hardly be 
doubted, judging from the »rms, which 
reached nearly a foot below the knee, 
and the thumbs which are also ab- 
normally long and curved with exceed- 
ingly sharp and powerful nails. 


The feet, too, show that they were in- 


tended for climbing rather than walk- 
ing, and are also provided with claws 
and prehen&ile toes of unusual length. 
It is probable that the large number of 
skeletons found is due to a battle be- 
tween two bands of the animals having 
taken place at this spot, which is further 
proved by the number of broken skulls 
and other bones among them and the 
fact that several of the skeletons were 
found in a deadly embrace. 


No weapons, however,were discovered, 


but as these were probably of wood they 
have perished in the course of time.— 
Philadelphia Times.
